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DETAILED ACTION 
Renumber Claims 

The claims have not been numbered correctly, the independent claim has been 
numbered claim 1 and remaining claims have been renumbered 2-6 by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

Claims 1-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The Drawings and Specification filed July 30, 2003 are objected to for not being 
in proper form. The drawings should not contain text, instead should have numerals that 
are explained in the specification. Features that are claimed are not clearly shown in the 
drawings such as slot and flats on the post. How the second sleeve fits on the post. 
How does the delivery tool mate with the post? Applicant should include a figure 
showing each step in the method and a figure showing the final assembled post and 
sleeve in a tooth. No New Matter may be added to this application. The Abstract should 
be a single paragraph. 
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The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lustig (4400160) in view of Martin (48466685). Lustig shows a sleeve 10, Fig. 7, 
having inner and outer threads as shown and a constant diameter as shown, and shows 
a post 70, Fig. 11, having a slot as shown in Fig. 11a, and hole 97. Lustig does not 
show cross holes in the post. Martin teaches using cross holes 20 in a post to lock with 
cement. It would be obvious to modify Lustig to include cross holes as shown by Martin 
in order to better hold the post. Martin also shows flat surfaces 52. To include threads 
over the entire post is merely an obvious matter of choice in the degree of a known 
feature used to one of ordinary skill in the art. 



Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lustig 
(4400160) in view of Martin (48466685) as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view 
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of Sellers (4234309). The above combination does not show a delivery tool. Sellers 
teaches using a delivery tool 21 to insert the pin. It would be obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify the above combination to include a delivery tool as shown by 
Sellers in order to better insert the post in the tooth. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gindea (3629943) shows a sleeve. Smoler (4622012) shows a 
sleeve 24 in various sizes, column 4, lines 60-68. Klein (5507643) shows a tool. Lax 
(6776617) shows a recently issued patent as an example of the correct form for the 
Specification and Claims.
